(people not interested in the rials of T/Os and ballast tubes should tune out) 


Well the 50A1 seems to be somewhat difficult to find however since its 
intended purpose is to maintain the proper current to the filament string 
in a 600 series T/O from 90-130 vac and I suspect that we have a pretty 
steady 120 vac in this country, I sought an easy replacement. 


This weekend I ran some experiments on a 6A40 chassis. Since the 50A1 only 
has a long filament and two pins in use, it seemed to be a good start for 
someone with limited mental ability. 


Comment: the "A" battery in a T/O is nine volts however the filament 
string is designed to 7.5v. My guess is that this is to give the longest 
possible battery life (was a major marketing angle). Can be misleading 
since the schematic shows the top of the string hooked directly to the "A" 
when on battery (fortunately the SAMs had voltage measurements lacking in 
the Zenith schematics). 


The first attempt with just an 820 ohm 5 watter revealed that (a) this put 

10v+ on the string (2v across the 1L6) and (b) it got hot (50v/50ma shoulda 
been more like 2.5-3 watts, how hot are power resistors supposed to run ?). 
At this point I started using the variac. 


Kicking it up to 1100 ohms just reduced it to 9v momentarily but then started 
creeping back up as the ‘lectros reformed. After some playing around, 

(not too much, only had a few 5W+ 100 ohm+ resistors) 1700 ohms seemed to be 
the right value to give 7.5 v on the top of the string with 120 applied. 


Is interesting watching the voltage come up slowly - initial is about 2v 

& it takes 4-5 seconds to build completly so startup resistance much be 
Significantly lower, still the 1700+130+700 ohms above the string compared 
with about 200 ohms for the string itself when hot means that even with zero 
at startup, the total current is not changing much. 


Someone suggested trying the 12v 60ma submin lamps in series to more closely 
approximate the effect of the 50A1 (even considered cutting the envelope at 
the base, inserting the lamps, and glueing the top back on) but "blem wit" 
that was the non-linearity. My first attempt with five in series produced 
7.5 volts on the string with only 90vac. Kept adding until I had eight in 
series and was still only up to 108v - too far from the 120v mains. Since 
the Rat Shack only had colored submins they were pretty but I gave up at 
that point. 


Variac was very handy as I could start out low and see where 7.5v occurred 
rather than just hitting it with 120 and watch the 1's light up. 


Now all i have to do is figure out why it gets one local station weakly 
if I put my hand on the chassis, but not if I connect the loop antenna...

On Sat, 11 Mar 1995, Dave Stinson AB5S/7 wrote: 

> Can someone help me identify an HRO coil set? 

> It's black wrinkle finish, has NATIONAL on the 
> phenolic connectors on the back, and has a 

> 2"x3" paper tuning chart for 3.5-7.4 Mc under 

> a clear plastic window. 


With no bandspread scale, it is almost certainly a Type JC coil set 
from an HRO-Jr or an HRO-5T, both of which were sold with only the 
"wide-tuning" coils as near as I can tell. The wide/bandspread coils were 
an option for the -5T, and about the only difference betwixt it and the 
-5TA sitting in my basement 60% recapped :) is that the -5TA came with 
bandspread coils. 


But that's from old ads and manuals--National's "generic" HRO through 
HRO-5, a slightly later Rider version of same, and a National HRO-5A1 
manual. (Thank you, Roy and Joe!) I have seen correspondence suggesting 
that the -Jrs used a different IF, but it seems unlikely. 


...Surely somone on the list has a copy of Moore's "Communications 
Receivers," which supposedly has got better historical data on the HRO. 


I don't know if I could use it--the C (3.5-7.3, switchable 
wide/bandspread) coilset for my -5TA seems a bit flat, but that's on 6' of 
wire strung in the basement, and I'm not at the point of alignment 
checking yet. It probably should be paired with the proper receiver, 
either a Jr or a -5T (the -5R's all seem to have been painted xgrey!x« 
Haven't verified that yet, however). 

Now, if anyone out there would happen to have an H coilset for this 
vintage HRO, that'd be another story...! ;)
